To Turn Out Supertankers

Almost drowned out by the
fanfare heralding the 500-
passenger jumbo jetliner is
some equally “big” news from
the shipyards,

‘ Earlier this year a huge
‘150,000-deadweieht - ton
|supertanker, the Tokyo Maru,
was launched, and in recent
months building docks with
200,000-ton capacitics have
opened in four Japanese ship-

yards. Last week, another

].lapancse shipbuilder an-
nounced it had completed
some docks for building
250,000-tonners,

Just a few years hack, ship-
ping authorities both here
and abroad were placing a
practical limit of 100,000 tons
on supertanker size. Now
they are talking freely of
floating 300,000-tonners with-
in eight years, and some say
there is no longer any theo-
retical limit on their size.

Japan is the leading build-
er of merchant ships exceed-
ing 100,000 dwt. Its yards
have a total order backlog of
9.2 million gross tons U. S.
yards, which concentrate on
smaller, highly mechanized
general cargo ships have an
order backlog of only 477,000
gross tons, According to the
U. S. Maritime Commission,
61 ships of more than 100,000
dwt. are now being built
throughout the world,

A significant lawsuit in.
volving the procedure for as-
sessment of millions of dol-
lars worth of oil leascs is set
for trial Wednesday, May 18,
in Los Angeles Superior
Court,

Lawyers for major oil cor-
porations have challenged the
method used by our office—
and most other assessors in
the oil producing counties of
California — for determining
the value of oil rights leased
from a governmental agency.

Such assessments total $60,-
874,980 on the 1965 tax roll,
Should the oil operators’ argu-
ments be upheld by the
|courts, $38,893,260 of this
valuation would be wiped out,
leaving a balance of only $21..
981,720,

At current tax rates, this
would amount to a loss of|
about $3.5 million in annual
fax revenue to the county,
cities, schools, and other tax-
ing agencies. This loss would,
of course, be repeated year
after year over the life of
the lease.

THE LBGAL impact of the

case — and a related one in-
volving slightly different
principles — will also be felt
on future assessments. On
the East Wilmington field

alone, most of which becomes|

fully assessable on the 1966
tax roll, it is estimated that
the total tax revenue to be
generated could be as high
as $198 million during the
35-year contract, That figure,
incidentally, involves actual
tax dollars — not assess-
ments,
